By JAMES C. ANDERSON 
railed Press Staff Correspondent 
(First of Two Art Ires) 
SACRAMENTO (U.R) — California 
public schools are expensive to 
build—but most of them are “cus­ 
tom deluxe” plants unequalled any­ 
where else to the country. 
That's the consensus of opinion 
of educators, legislators, architects, 
builders and school planners who 
were asked to explain what hap­ 
pened to the $290,000,000 school 
bond issue. 
That bond issue, which planners 
in 1949 hoped would provide for at 
least 8,800 new classrooms, has al­ 
most all been spent. Best estimate 
is that only about 6,500 classrooms 
actually will be built with the 
money. 
UNFORESEEN COSTS 
Principal explanations for the 
apparent shortage of 2400 class­ 
rooms to the state-supported school 
building program range from un­ 
foreseen increased construction costa 
to the complaint that too much 
money was spent for “gilt trim- 


in school plants and not 
went for actual classroom 
mings” 
enough 
space. 
There is considerable merit to the 
construction cost explanation. 
In 1948, the average cost per 
square foot for schools was $10.15. 
In 1949 It had climbed to $12.10 and 
preliminary figures for 1951—when 
most of the school bond issue was 
allocated—show the cost for all 
projects aided by state funds will 
be very close to $16 a square foot. 
But a c o n s i d e r a b l e group of 
people Interested to school con­ 
struction claimed that the infla­ 
tionary trend in labor costs and 
building materials Isn't the only 
reason coats are up.

That’s the consensus of opinion 
of educators, legislators, architects, 
builders and school planners who 
were asked to explain what hap­ 
pened to the $250,000,000 school 
bdnd Issue. 
That bond issue, which planners 
in 1949 hoped would provide for at 
least 8,800 new classrooms, has al­ 
most all been spent. Best estimate 
is that only about 6,500 classrooms 
actually will be built with the 
money. 
UNFORESEEN COSTS 
Principal explanations for the 
apparent shortage of 2,300 class­ 
rooms In the state-supported school 
building program range from un­ 
foreseen Increased construction costs 
to the complaint that too much 
money was spent for “gilt trim­ 


mings” in school plants and not 
enough went for actual classroom 
space. 
There Is considerable merit to the 
construction cost explanation. 
In 1948, the average cost per 
square foot for schools was $10.15. 
In 1949 It had climbed to $12.10 and 
preliminary figures for 1951—when 
most of the school bond issue was 
allocated—show the cost for all 
projects aided by state funds will 
be very close to $16 a square foot.

Don’t reach for that sleeping pill; 
that barbiturate known as a “goof 
ball." 
You might be described in tomor­ 
row’s newspapers as a suicide. Or 
even worse, you might wake up to 
find yourself on «the nightmarish 
treadmill of dope addiction. 
Lt. Alvin Nicolini of the San 
Francisco Police department is the 
author of this advice. In substance, 
that’s what he told Holy Name men 
of St. Raphael’s Catholic church at 
their communion breakfast Sunday 
morning. 
As to being judged a suicide from 
an "overdose of sleeping pills," an 
expression so common as to make 
it trite; 
"Ninety-five percent of the so- 
called suicides are not suicides at 
all," Lt. Nicolini said flatly. "Medi­ 
cal men tell us that these barbit­ 
urates leave a residue in the system 
every Ume they’re taken. They build 
up until that final pill makes the 
total in the system a lethal dose. 
From our experience as police offi­ 
cers, we've found that only about 
five percent leave any evidence of 
intent to take their lives. And yet 
most of the victims found beside a 
bottle — an open bottel — of these 
goof balls’ are called suicides." 
Does the continued use of bar­ 
biturates lead to dope addiction? 
It does. They’re habit-forming, Lt 
Nicolini said. 
* 
"The body builds up a tolerance," 
he said, "until it takes three or four; 
sometimes as many as six and seven 
pills to do the job of one. It is only 
a step, then, to morphine. And 
from morphine to heroin. ‘Wh’ite 
death*! That’s what we call heroin 
because it’s white and because the 
only positive cure from addiction is 
death. In fact heroin is considered 
so deadly it.has been outlawed in 
the United States even for medical 
uses. 
"A German scientist discovered 
heroin by mixing other drugs with 
morphine. He was considered the 
‘Pasteur* of his day for his dis­ 
covery until doctors learned that 
heroin was habit-forming in every 


case and three times the strength 
of pure morphine." 
Lt. Nicolini showed a ‘bindle’’ of 
heroin to his listeners, costing $15 
to $20 on the San Francisco market, 
depending on the success of police 
in making it scarce.

'goof balls’ are called suicides." 
Does the continued use of bar­ 
biturates lead to dope addiction?

Many times people worry when 
they find their tempereture is 
•lightly higher than usual Often4 
they have no need to worry, A per­ 
son ton have »light variation» from 
his own normal temperature. 
DIFFERENT CONCLUSIONS 
Throughout the year*, various In­ 
vestigators have repeatedly reached 
different conclusions as to what is 
the normal temperature. All agree, 
however, that 9S.6 is not necessarily 
right for everybody. 
It Is now recognized that no one 
can select a fixed temperature and 
call U right for an individual. We 
must learn to understand that the 
temperature can shift ever a normal 
range. We »hall then realize that 
the important thing is the shift of 
temperature away from the normal 
rtnga, or beck toward it 
There are several ways dt taking 
the temperature—beneath the arm, 
in the mouth, or in the rectum. The 
first two are subject to many error». 
It has been found that the differ­ 
ence between mouth and rectal tem­ 
peratures Is 0J of a degree. The 
normal rectal temperature of men 
in the morning can range from 97* 
to 99.3® F. In a woman the rectal 
temperature may vary from 37.1* 
to tOOJ* F. 
HIGHER IN WOMEN 
Temperatures normally may run 
a little higher in women than in 
men. Occasionally, a woman may 
run a temperature up to 104* F., 
which may be normal for her and 
not a sign of fever. 
An important fact, learned from 
a study of temperature», is that 
nervous people under a »train may 
be expected to have high tempera­ 
tures without having a fever. Such 
temperature* are perfectly normal 
for them.

Variations In 
Temperature 
By HERMAN N. BUNDE8EX. M.D 
What is a normal temperature? 
The common answer, 98.8* F.f does 
not mean this is the only tempera­ 
ture that 1* right for the individual 
person. 
In a nervous man or woman Who 
Is under a strain, a temperature a* 
high a* 99.8* is likey to be normal 
and not a sign of fever. 
Many times people worry when 
they find their temperature is 
slightly higher than usual. Often4 
they have no need to worry. A per­ 
son can have slight variations from 
his own normal temperature. 
DIFFERENT CONCLUSIONS 
Throughout the years, various In­ 
vestigators have repeatedly reached 
different conclusions as to what Is 
ths normal temperature. All agree, 
however, that 91.6 is not necessarily 
right for everybody. 
It is now recognized that no one 
can select a fixed temperature and 
call it right for an individual. We 
must leam to understand that the 
temperature can shift over a normal 
range. We shall then realize that 
the important thing Is the shift of 
temperature away from the normal 
range, or baek toward it. 
There are several ways dt taking 
the tem perate—beneath the arm, 
in the mouth, or in the rectum. The 
first two are subject to many errors. 
It has been found that the differ 
ence between mouth and rectal tem­ 
peratures is 0.8 of a degree. The 
normal rectal temperature of men 
in the morning can range from 97® 
to 99.3* F. In a woman the rectal 
temperature may vary from 87.1* 
to Í00.3* F. 
HIGHER IN WOMEN 
Temperatures normally may run 
a little higher in women than in 
men. Occasionally, a woman may 
run a temperature up to 104* F., 
which may be normal for her and 
not a sign of fever. 
An important fact, learned from 
a study of temperatures, is that 
nervou* people under a strain may 
be expected to have high tempera­ 
tures without having a fever. Such 
temperatures are perfectly normal 
for them.

W ASHINOTON—Shortly 
after 
taking over the Democratic na­ 
tions! committee, Chairman Frank 
McKinney frankly told President 
Truman that he would have to 
know the president’s own future 
intentions before he could plan 
party strategy. 
Truman replied 
that he had not as yet reached any 
firm decision about running again, 
but that he meant to do so within 
sixty days. The president added 
that he would pass the word to 
the faithful at that time. 
The foregoing report bears every 
mark 
of 
gilt-edged 
reliability. 
Hence, if the president keeps his 
word, the second great uncertain 
factor will be removed from the 
political picture before the end of 
next month at the latest. 
Gen­ 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower has announced his Republi­ 
can candidacy. 
When President 
Truman also reached his decision, 
even if he merely communicates it 
to the Democratic inner circle, the 
whole picture will begin to come 
cleer. 


THE REPUBLICAN RESPONSE 
to Gen. Eisenhower’s announce­ 
ment is likely to influence the 
president’s decision considerably. 
For Truman is also known to re­ 
gard Sen. Robert A Teft ts the 
only serious Republican candidate 
whose election would be genuinely 
disastrous, and he has publicly 
described him as the 
man % he 
"would like to run against." 
As 
the probability of Sen. Taft’s nom­ 
ination grows less, therefcure. the 
president will be more ana more 
inclined to follow his own un­ 
doubted 
personal 
inclination, 
which is not to run. 
On the other side of the equa­ 
tion, however, is the simple fact 
that with Gen. Eisenhower’s Re­ 
publicanism now openly profes­ 
sed. the president wjll have a very 
hard time finding i»ny other rea­ 
sonably available candidate ac­ 
ceptable to himself, f 


HIS OWN PREFERENCE, of 
course, is for Chief Justice Fred 
Vinson, and he has pretty cer­ 
tainly indicated this preference to 
his friend of the high bench. But 
the chief justice, who at first seem­ 
ed tempted by the opportunity 
tentatively offered 
him by 
the 
president, now appears more and 
more disinclined to leave the court 
for politics. He has said unequi­ 
vocally that he will not do so, un­ 
less the president can arrange a 
transitional appointment, so that 
he will not have to leap straight 
from the high bench to the hust­ 
ings. 
The chief justice’s distaste for 
such a leap, which he regards aa 
contrary to the best traditions of 
the court, looks like being impos­ 


sible to overcome. 
At the same 
time, there is not the slightest 
Indication that the president Is ar­ 
ranging any transitional appoint­ 
ment which the chief justice could 
accept with dignity, and it is very 
hard to imagine what such an ap­ 
pointment could be. 


FOR THESE REASONS, a Vin­ 
son candidacy is growing leu and 
leu likely by the day, unleu per­ 
haps the Republicans end by 
choosing Sen. Taft, while further 
revelations of corruption absolutely 
blacken the Truman administra­ 
tion 
In this crisis situation, the 
chief justice might conceivably be 
dragged, almost by main force, 
into the race. 
Meanwhile, the other potential 
Democratic 
candidates 
can 
be 
roughly divided into two classes— 
those not available for sound poli­ 
tical reasons, and those not per­ 
sonally acceptable to the pi%si- 
dent. Those not available Include 
Vice President Alben Barkley and 
Speaker of the «House Sam Ray­ 
burn, whose respective ages of 
seventy-four and seventy would, 
appear to rule them out; Sen. 
Richard Russell of Georgia, the 
real leader and ablest man of the 
senate Democrats, who is ruled out 
by racial problem, and almost 111 
the other more 
eminent 
senior 
Democrats in congress 
and 
the 
country. 


THOSE NOT ACCEPTABLE to 
the president include, by the way 
of contrast, almost all the prom­ 
ising new men who have recently 
come up in the party—Senators 
Paul Douglas of Illinois and Estea 
Kefauver of Tennessee are two ob­ 
vious examples. 
To be sure, if 
Truman decides not to run again, 
he may have a very hard time 
stemming the party tide toward 
one of these likely winners. And 
although Paul Douglas has denied 
sny presidential ambitions in lan­ 
guage close to Gen. Sherman's, the 
Democratic leaders who wsnt a 
winner will then be knocking on 
his door. 
Over-all. In short, the president 
must either run again or pretend 
to run again until he has engi­ 
neered the nomination of some 
dark horse he happens to like, 
such as Sen, Robert Kerr of Okla­ 
homa or run the risk of seeing a 
man he does not like win the 
Democratic nomination. 
It will 
be a hard choice for the president, 
complicated as it is by uncertainty 
about the probable character of 
the opposition. 
One must add that this hard 
choice for the president is also a 
hard fact for the country; for the 
shortage of inspiring political lead­ 
ers with national standing has now 
grown more alarming than any 
other single feature of the na­ 
tional scene.

Moral Of Carlsen Story: 
•Don't Abandon Yourself

WASHINGTON (AV-The little 
man admired the wonderful cour­ 
age of Capt. Kurt Carlsen in stay­ 
ing aboard the Flying Enterprise 
until a few minutes before it sank. 
It was a man standing steadfast. 
And the little man asked him­ 
self, as he figured other people 
must have asked themselves in 
reading of the captain’s sturdy 
vigil day by day: "Would I be 
brave enough to do what he did?" 
The little man was no hero, 
even in his own mind. 
But he 
had lived long enough to know it’s 
wiser not to tell yourself before­ 
hand^ what anyone, even yourself, 
would do in an emergency, facing 
death. 


IT IS ONLY WHEN the emer­ 
gency comes, he knew, that any 
man can find the answer although 
all men, including 
himself, 
he 
thought, would like to feel they’d 
do all right. At least, they hoped 
they would. 
Many woldnt, 
he 
knew. 
He 
knew men well enough for that. 
He wondered how he’d feel ever 
after if some day the challenge 
came for him and he found he 
was one of those who drew back. 
From that moment on would he 
live, in his mind, like a man with 
his coat collar turned up and the 
brim of his hat turned down, walk­ 
ing through a crowd, hoping no 
one saw him? 
It was something 
he didn't like to think about. 
Yet. although his neighbors were 
excited about the courageous cap­ 
tain there was, somehow, a dull 
edge on his own excitement.

But every day on the battle­ 
fields there were magnificent quiet 
deeds of courage which were un­ 
observed because they were so in­ 
tensely private and internal and 
required ^nothing more conspicu­ 
ous than* a decision in a man’s 
head. 
The Uttle man was thinking of 
all those millions of soldiers who 
were confronted suddenly and in­ 
dividually and for the first time 
with death in some dreadful form 
and had to discover just as sud­ 
denly whether they could face it. 


FOR 
OF THOSE who 
found they could it was the last 
discovery, undisclosed, for in the 
next instant death overwhelmed 
them. 
And for those who found within 
themselves the quality of courage, 
and lived, there never was much 
to say later to anyone about that 
momentary convulsion of the spirit 
before they had been able to an­ 
swer "yea" to themselves. 
To whom could they speak? The 
ethers around them? Htrdly. Too 
many others had found the same 
answer for themselves, each to his 
own way. 
It wasn't true of all 
but it was true of so many that 
to our time courage was common­ 
place. 
Hie little man knew that Cap­ 
tain Carlsen. unyielding before 
the ocean, 
had tested 
himself 
truly against a great tradition of 
the sea: a captain shouldn’t aban­ 
don his ship,

Monzanita-Alto 
Road Situation

Last Friday night I passed the 
spot on Highway 101 near Redwood 
Bridge where a few minutes earl­ 
ier a man was struck and fatally 
injured and his wife seriously hurt 
by a car. The sight of the couple 
lying on the road brought sharply 
to mind the fact that I might 
easily have been the driver of the 
auto Involved, or that someone I 
know might have been Marin's 
first 1952 auto fatality. 
Even in 
the best of weather, it is very 
difficult to see pedestrians cross­ 
ing the highway at that point. 
The driver’s eyes are blinded by 
the multitude of neon and other 
lights. 
Against their glare and 
that of oncoming traffic, your own 
automobile’s 
dimmed lights 
are 
quite inadequate on 
the 
black 
macadam. Yet this sad event is 
only a part of a larger, much more 
tragic picture. 
Within a few short years. High­ 
way 101 from Manzanita to Green- 
brae has been almost completely 
transformed. Many new accident 
hazards have been added and few, 
if my, corrected. It seems to me 
that a heavy share of the respon­ 
sibility for creating and tolerating 
these hazards falls on those who 
have approved the building of so 
many fas stations and other busi­ 
ness buildtogs with absolutely no 
provision' for pedestrians or leffc- 
tura auto traffic. 
The reckless 
way drivers turn left on Highway 
101 or back into the roadway along 
the Manzanita-Alto stretch is ter­ 
rifying. 
And pity the poor bus 
commuters from Strawberry try­ 
ing to cross the highway to the 
bus stop. 
The County Planning Commis­ 
sion is involved, although I note 
that the Board of Supervisors re­ 
cently overruled the planners and 
is permitting a used-car lot to be 
added to the already unattractive, 
overcrowded 
district 
developing 
near the accident area. The Su­

firm decision about running again, 
but that he meant to do so within 
sixty days. 
The president added 
that he would pass the word to 
the faithful at that time. 
The foregoing report bears every 
mark 
of 
gilt-edged 
reliability. 
Hence, if the president keeps his 
word, the second great uncertain 
factor will be. removed from the 
political picture before the end of 
next month at the latest. 
Gen­ 
eral of the Army Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower has announced his Republi­ 
can candidacy. 
When President 
Truman also reached his decision, 
even if he merely communicates it 
to the Democratic inner circle, the 
whole picture will begin to come 
clear. 


THE REPUBLICAN RESPONSE 
to Gen. .Eisenhower’s announce­ 
ment is likely to in.flue.nce the 
president’s decision considerably. 
For Truman is also known to re­ 
gard Sen. Robert A. Taft as the 
only serious Republican candidate 
whose election would be genuinely 
disastrous, and he has publicly 
described him. as the 
man %he 
"would like to run against.” 
As 
the probability of Sen. Taft’s nom­ 
ination grows less, therefore, the

president will be more ana more 
Inclined to follow his own un­

personal, 
inclination, 
which is not to run. 
On the other side of the equa­ 
tion, however, is the simple fact 
that with Gen. Eisenhower’s Re­ 
publicanism now openly profes­ 
sed, the president will have a very 
hard time finding-'any other rea­ 
sonably available candidate ac­ 
ceptable to himself. 


HIS OWN PREFERENCE, of 
course, is for Chief Justice Fred 
Vinson, and he has pretty cer­ 
tainly indicated this preference to 
his friend of the high bench. But 
the chief justice, who at first seem­ 
ed tempted by the opportunity 
tentatively offered 
him by 
the 
president, now appears more and 
more disinclined to leave the court 
for politics. He has said unequi­ 
vocally that he will not do so, un­ 
less the president can arrange a 
transitional appointment, so that 
he will not have to leap straight 
from the high bench to the hust­ 
ings. 
The chief justice’s distaste for 
such a leap, which he regards as 
contrary to the best traditions of 
the court, looks like being impos­ 


sible to overcome. 
At the same 
time, there is not the slightest 
Indication that the president is ar­ 
ranging any transitional appoint­ 
ment which the chief Justice could 
accept with dignity, and it is very 
hard to imagine what such an ap­ 
pointment could be. 


FOR THESE REASONS, a Vin­ 
son candidacy is growing less and 
less likely by the day, unless per­ 
haps the 
Republicans 
end 
by 
choosing Sen. Taft, while further 
revelations of corruption absolutely 
blacken the Truman administra­ 
tion, In this crisis situation, the 
chief justice might conceivably be 
dragged, almost by main force, 
into the race. 
Meanwhile, the other potential 
Democratic 
candidates 
can 
be 
roughly divided into two classes— 
those not available for sound poli­ 
tical reasons, and those not per­ 
sonally acceptable to the prtsi- 
dent. Those not available include 
Vice President Alben Barkley and 
Speaker of the «House Sam Ray­ 
burn, whose respective ages of 
seventy-four and seventy would, 
appear to rule them out; Sen. 
Richard Russell of Georgia, the 
real leader and ablest man of the 
senate Democrats, who is ruled out 
by racial problem, and almost ill 
the other more 
eminent 
senior 
Democrats in congress 
and 
the 
country. 


THOSE n o t ACCEPTABLE to 
the president include, by the way 
of contrast, almost ail the prom­ 
ising new men who have recently 
come up in the party—Senators 
Paul Douglas of Illinois and Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee are two ob­ 
vious examples. 
To be sure, if 
Truman decides not to run again, 
he may have a very hard time 
stemming the party tide toward 
one of these likely winners. And 
although Paul Douglas has denied 
any presidential ambitions in lan­ 
guage close to Gen. Sherman’s, the 
Democratic leaders who want a 
winner will then be knocking on 
his door. 
Over-all, in short, the president 
must either run again or pretend * 
to run again until he has engi­ 
neered the nomination of some 
dark horse he happens to like, 
such as Sen. Robert Kerr of Okla­ 
homa or ran the risk of seeing a 
man he does not like win the 
Democratic nomination. 
It will 
be a hard choice for the president, 
complicated as it is by uncertainty 
about the probable character of 
the opposition. 
One must add that this hard 
choice for the president is also a 
hard fact for the country; for the 
shortage of inspiring political lead­ 
ers with national standing has now 
grown more alarming than any 
other single feature of the na­ 
tional scene.

the political din between now and 
November without the protection 
of plugs or muffs.

Manzanita-Alto 
Road Situation

Last Friday night I passed the 
spot on Highway 101 near Redwood 
Bridge where a few minutes earl­ 
ier a man was struck and fatally 
injured 'and his wilt seriously hurt 
by a car. The sight of the couple 
lying on the road brought sharply 
to mind the fact that I might 
easily have been the driver of the 
auto Involved, or that someone I 
know might have been Marin’s 
first 1992 auto fatality. 
Even in 
the best of weather, It is very 
* difficult to see pedestrians cross­ 
ing the highway at that point. 
The driver’s eyes are blinded by 
the multitude of neon and other 
lights. 
Against their glare and 
that of oncoming traffic, your own 
automobile’s 
dimmed lights 
are 
quite inadequate on 
the 
black 
macadam. Yet this sad event is 
only a part of a larger, much more 
tragic picture. 
Within a few short years. High­ 
way 101 from Manzaelta to Green- 
brae has been almost completely 
transformed.. Many new accident 
hazards have been added and few, 
if any, corrected. It seems to me 
that a heavy share of the respon­ 
sibility for creating and tolerating 
these hazards falls on those who 
have approved the building of so 
many fas stations and other busi­ 
ness buildings with absolutely no 
provision* for pedestrians or left— 
turn auto traffic. 
The reckless 
way drivers turn left on Highway 
101 or back into the roadway along 
the Manzanita-Alto stretch is ter­ 
rifying. 
And pity the poor bus 
commuters from Strawberry try-* 
tag to cross the highway to the 
bus stop. 
^ 
The County Planning Commis­ 
sion is involved, although I note 
that the Board of Supervisors re­ 
cently overruled the planners and 
is permitting a used-car lot to be 
added to the already unattractive, 
overcrowded 
district 
developing 
near the accident area. The Su­ 
pervisors carry a bigger share of

responsibility because they have 
more power over the development 
of the areas involved.

mandatory, with fencing down the 
middle 
strip, 
and a pedestrian 
overpass. 
Much more desirable, 
and 
eventually 
necessary — at 
greater cost then of course—is a 
service road 
and an 
esplanade 
Mown the highway. 
It is tragic enough that our traf­ 
fic problem grows beyond our abil­ 
ity to change existing conditions to 
meet needs. It Is criminal that we 
permit construction of new facili­ 
ties which worsen already intol­ 
erable conditions. 
Relatively in­ 
significant commercial considera­ 
tions seem to outweight human 
safety.

Even four-legged residents were 
inconvenienced by the storm when 
the entrance to the dog hospital at 
Grand avenue and Third street was 
blocked by a fallen tree.

U.S. Engineers 
Jpur Valley 
Flooded Area 


Representatives of U.S. Army dis­ 
trict engineer’s office in San Fran­ 
cisco made a hurried trip to Marin 
today and toured the flooded dis­ 
tricts in the county with Henry 
Muller, chairman of a Ross Valley 
citizens' committee studying flood 
conditions. 
Muller, who makes his home on 
Kent avenue In Kentfield, asked the 
engineers to Inspect Rosa Valley 
when water in front of his house 
measured 
almost 
two-and-a-half 
feet to depth. 
The engineers have been studying 
the situation in Marin from gauges 
Ih Ross Valley creek but had not 
officially visited the area since 1943. 
The chairman took the officials 
through Fairfax, San Anselmo, Ross, 
Kentfield, Larkspur and Corte Ma­ 
dera. 
Last Friday Muller appeared at 
a meeting of Fairfax city council 
to report on a conference with Army 
engineers. He told the councilmen 
the situation in Marin could have 
been cleared up eight years ago if 
the county government “had been 
Interested.” 
Explaining his belief Muller said 
the engineers were then prepared to 
assign emergency relief funds for 
control work in Marin “if a plan 
for the work had been developed 
and presented to them.” 
The fact the county n«*er came 
up with a plan Is “evidence they 
aren’t interested,” the chairman 
said. 
He pointed out a similar predica­ 
ment faced Alameda county super­ 
visors in 1942-43 and was cleared 
up with emergency funds when a 
plan of relief was devised.

FLOOR FIGHT 
Some delegates had predicted a 
floor fight over Warren’s favorite 
son candidacy. Only Joseph Russell, 


Camarillo, and Nic Haering. San 
Diego, openly opposed the third- 
term governor, however, and the 
vote went through speedily. 
The home state backing for War­ 
ren came shortly after William F. 
Reichel, Oakland, took the floor to 
denounce “vicious rumors” being 
circulated about Warren’s health. 
Reichel, a former GOP national 
committeeman, said Senator Know- 
land had telephoned Warren in 
Honolulu, where he has been va­ 
cationing, and received assurances 
there was no truth in the rumors. 
In fact, Reichel said, the governor 
sent word he intends to launch a 
vigorous campaign for the Republi­ 
can nomination after his return 
from Honolulu today. 
VICIOUS CAMPAIGN 
Reichel told the Assembly that 
Warren’s opponents had started a 
“vicious whispering campaign.” 
“It s a vicious way to attack a 
man,” he said.

Washington Paper Producing 
Plant Destroyed In Fire 
A Washington state newsprint 
manufacturing plant which is a ma­ 
jor supplier of white paper for pro­ 
duction of the Independent-Journal 
was destroyed in a (3,000,000 fire 
Friday. 
The fire, which pursued fleeing 
workmen as it roared through the 
building, leveled the main plant of 
the Pacific Paperboard Company at 
Longview. 
The firm’s president, E. E. Flood 
was a visitor to San Rafael only last 
Thursday—the day before the fire 
‘His company had converted a por­ 
tion of its production from fibre- 
board to white newsprint paper to 
relieve the “squeeze" on a number 
of Pacific coast papers. The Inde 
pendent-Journal contracted for a 
considerable portion of the output, 
and at time of the fire had on or­ 
der two freight car loads—' 
am— 
of the paper. 
The newsprint on order from the 
destroyed plant would be suffi­ 
cient to produce the Independent- 
Journal for one month. 
Cause of the blaze mfas not deter­ 
mined. According to Associated 
Press, Assistant Superintendent W. 


G. Brill said he believes it might 
have been started by a spark jump­ 
ing from the paper machine to a dry 
film of dust on the ceiling. 
From there it roared the length 
of the 200-yard building and down 
into the machinery as 36 swing 
shift men fled for their lives. 
No one had time to couple fire 
hoses before the flames had envel­ 
oped the entire tpain plant. Four 
paper-making machines and an­ 
other for processing paperboard and 
newsprint were destroyed. 
Four smaMer buildings were saved 
by firemen who battled several 
hours before bringing the fire under 
control.
